However, das to the 
presence Of the hlfcji Ch'ln-llng-shan which largely obstructs the movement of 
moisture -ladsn clouds frcn the southeast, insufficient rainfall reaches the 
Koau-chnng area, cawing frequent droughts with resultant disastrous famines.
